First “Cotton Money” 


William E. Morris, of Neuces County, Receives 
Check for $517 and Congratulations 


From Chief Executive 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—(UP)+ 


The first portion of the $100,000,000 
which the federal government will pay 


to cotton planters for reducing acre- 
age was received today by William 
E. Morris, Nueces county, Texas, 
farmer, from President Roosevelt. 

Mr. Roosevelt handed him a check 
for $517, his reward for plowing up 
47 acres of his 159-acre farm. Morris, 
first farmer in his county to sign 
an acreage reduction agreement under 
the terms of the farm relief bill, was 
introduced to the president by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace. 

The farmer brought to the White 
House a plant covered with cotton 
bolls. Mr. Roosevelt eyed it expertly 
and remarked: 3 ; 

“That cotton looks as good as that 
which we raise down in Georgia.” 

In introducing Morris, Wallace 
said: 

“Mr. President, this is the first 
man who is receiving his check for 
reducing his cotton acreage.” 


“That is perfectly 
Roosevelt replied.

The agriculturdl administration an- 
nounced today it was prepared to 
send out checks to farmers as fast 
as certificates of acreage reduction 


were received. 
Already the government has re- 


1 er ved offers to plow up 9,125,613 
acres and it is estimated that when 


a final check up is made the total 
will be 10,500,000 acres. 

Options call for 2,253,616 bales of 
government owned cotton, virtually 
the entire amount available.

The death of a man at the State

WASHINGTON, July 28.—(4)— 
In an attempt to straighten the path 
for President Roosevelt’s blanket wage 
and hour agreements for industry, tHe 
National Recovery Administration 
ruled tonight that “equitable read- 
justment” of pay in the upper brack- 


iets must be left largely to the dis- 


cretion of employers. 

The interpretation was issued at the 
end of a day that saw thousands of 
employers—many of them employing 
hundreds of men—affixing their signa- 
tures to the covenants with the chief 
executive under which they agree to 
help restore purchasing power by rais- 


'ing wages and shortening hours of 


work to spread employment. 

From one postoffice after another 
reports came to the recovery admin- 
istration of intense interest in the 
president’s plan and of hundreds or 
thousands of agreements being signed, 
dependent wpon the size of the city. 

Auto tndust:y in Line. — 

Hugh S. Johuson, the administra- 
tion and key man of the recogery 
campaign, was in Detroit, meanwhile, 
obtaining an agreement among direc- 
tors of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce to a code of 
fair competition for that industry. 

The interpretations of the agree- 
ment were issued by Donald R. Rich- 
berg. general.counsel of the adminis- 
tration, and Thomas S. Hammond, ex- 
utive director of the emergency re- 
employment campaign. 

They held that no attempt could be 
made to fix the “equitable readjust- 
ments” called for in pay above the 
minimum wage, this being left to the 
“sense of justice of the individual em- 
ployer.” However, Richberg said in 
supplementing the formal statement, 
the employer was “subject to being 
corrected if he shows a peculiar sense 
of justice.” : 

Contracts Undisturbed. 

Both Richberg and Hammond said 
the president’s agreement was not in- 
tended to disturb contractual agree- 
ments between labor and employers, 
but that unless these contracts were 
altered so as to conform to the maxi- 
mum hour provisions the employer 
could not display the “blue eagle 
insignia of the N. R. A.

002 FINES ASSESSED 
IN TRAFFIC VIOLATIONS 


Only Three Negligible Ac- 
cidents Reported Since 
Thursday. 


With only three negligible accidents 
reported to police since o'clock 
Thursday morning, Chief T. O. Sturdi- 
vant Friday night saw the first real 
suecess in his campaign to wipe out 
automobile fatalities in Atlanta. 

More than 500 cases have been 
made in the last week by police 
against violators of traffie regula- 
tions and drivers are beginning to be 
more careful, the chief said. By ob- 
serving the rules, accidents are les- 
sened and thousands of dollars im 
damage and many lives are saved. 

One hundred and twenty- four cases 
were tried in three divisions of re- 
corder’s court Friday, and judges as- 
sessed fines amounting to $562 dur- 
ing the day. Violations included fail- 
ing to observe stop. signs, illegal 
parking, speeding, reckless and drunk- 
en driving, overparking, bad brakes 
and lights, improper left turns, pass- 
ing street cars on wrong side, disre- 
gard of traffic lights, and failing to 
stop while trolleys were unloading 
passengers. 

For more than 30 hours police had 
not a single accident reported to them, 
but the record was broken shortly 
after noon Friday and two more were 
reported before nightfall. None was 
serious and none involved a violation 
of traffic regulations.

Mill Workers Approve New Code 


By BEN F. MEYER. 

MACON, Ga., July 28.—(4)—Thou- 
sands of cotton mill workers in the 
deep south opened their pay envelopes 
today—the first many of them receiv- 
ed under the new textile code of the 
industrial recovery act—and said they 
cesen the recovery act was a dandy 
idea. 

“Do I like the textile code?” said 
a young mill worker, repeating a ques- 
tion, 

“Well, I'll ask you: Who wouldn’t 
like it—20 hours a week less work 
and more pay. c 

“You see, I used to get 15 cents 
an hour, worked 60 hours a week, 
and got $9 a week. Now I work 
only 40 hours a week—only five days 
—and get $12 a week. Why, the dif- 
ference will more than pay my rent 
in the village.” 

“If you don’t believe a few hours 
of work a day makes a difference in 
the way you feel,” said another work- 
er, “listen at those fellows coming 
out of the gate. Hear them laugh- 
ing and carrying on? Well, I'll tell 
you, there weren’t much temptation 
to laugh and carry on when you got 
off work after 11 hours or so.” 

An elderly mill worker confided 
that “a fellow who used to work on 
the farm can’t hardly find anything 
to do with all his time now, but I] 
am sure catching up with my fishing, 
and of a week-end, nearly everybody 
goes back to the farm to see their 
kinfolks or friends.” 

_One of Georgia’s outstanding tex- 
tile operators, W. D. Anderson, presi- 
dent of the Bibb Manufacturing Com- 
pany here, says he is enthusiastic over 
the recovery act. 

“To those who ask, ‘Will it work?’ 
I say: It is working right now, The 
textile industry is 100 per cent be- 
hind President Roosevelt in his re- 
covery program and the business peo- 


| 


ple of the country are behind it, too,” 
said Anderson, who presented the case 
of southern textile operators at the 
conference on the code. 

“These telegrams here are from 
business concerns accepting increased 
prices on goods ordered before the 
textile code of the recovery act be- 
came effective,” Anderson said. “That 
means they are behind it and these 
telegrams literally come from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. 

“T am not an economist, but as 
for the working of the recovery pro- 
gram in our field, I can say what the 
Biblical. character said: ‘Where I 
was blind before, I see now.’ By 
this I mé@an that only a very few 
weeks ago textile mills were laying 
off workers, but, as we did, keeping 
them on our pay rolls, taking orders 
at below costs just to keep our forces 
from’ going hungry, and machinery 
going. Now we have increased our 
own forces by about 3,000 workers 
and business is picking up. 

“Tnder the textile code, none of the 
workers gets less for what he does 
and the majority draw more for the 
40-hour week than they did for long- 
er hours.” 

In most southern mills, the mills 
own and maintain villages where their 
workers may rent modern houses for 
as little as 25 cents per room per 
week. Many of the mills furnish 
free medical, nursing and_ clinical 
services, free water, electricity, gar- 
bage disposal, entertainment, schools 
and insurance. 

The code calls for a $12-per-week 
minimum for mill operatives and a 
maximum of 40 hours per week, or 
80 hours for the mill itself. Its 16-| 
year-old limit on employes, textile men | 
say, means an end to child labor, 
but that the percentage of child labor 
employed was so small as to be neg- 
ligible. g

The American Association for the 


Advancement of Science has tackled | 
the problem of "matrimonial predic- | 


tion’ and the eminent Chicago Uni- 
versity professors who have made the 
investigations believe that some day 
matrimonial prediction may become an 
exact science. They have prepared a 
“marriage index chart” based on their 
study of 526 young married couples, 
ranging in age from 20 to 35. The 
personalities of these young people, 
their cultural background and their 
family relationships have been studied 
over a period of two and a half years. 

One of the questions that these 
526 married couples have been 
asked is: “State approximate extent 
of agreement and disagreement on 
family finance, religion, table man- 
ners, ways of dealing with in-laws.” 
The answer to this question must 
necessarily be packed tight with 
cues to the couples’ chances at hap- 
piness. In the answer are chartered 
the three great rocks on which in- 
competent mariners wreck their 
marital vessels, and the mere mat- 
ter of agreement or disagreement 
between a couple on table manners, 
unimportant as it may appear to be, 
indicates clearly whether or not 
their respective backgrounds are in 
accord. 

Some exceedingly interesting ten- 
tative conchisions have been reached 
as a result of the investigation. 
Perhaps the most interesting of the 
many observations eirumerated by 
William Laurence in the New York 
Times are these: “Comparisons in 
the various groups indicated that 
the extent of happiness is increased 
in proportion to the amount of 
education of the two parties; the 
higher they stand in the cultural 
scale, the wider their margin of 
safety from domestic discord. Col- 
lege graduates have 20 per cent 
greater chance of happiness than 
high school graduates.” Another 
equally interesting conclusion is 
that “up to a certain point, inter- 
est in religion and church affairs 
increases the chances for success, 
as do affiliations with clubs and 
other social organizations.”

on Contract 
Reaching After Slams 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World's Champion Player and 
Greatest Card Analyst. 


An expert player is able not only 
to compute from the bidding the pre- 
cise honor strength of his partner's 
hand, but in many instances, through 
the use of Plastic Valuation, to locate 
specific cards. From his partner’s re- 
sponses to well-chosen bids, he can fill 
in certain gaps in his own hand. As 
a result, he often discovers that a hand 
which, judged purely on the basis of 
honor strength and distribution, seems 
good for no more than game is really 
good for a Slam. 

One of the leading Bridge players of 
New York is Mr. Richard L. Frey, 
who has finished high up in numerous 
tournaments and is winner of more 
than one championship. The accuracy 
of his inferences may be judged by his 
bidding of the hand below. Mr. Frey 
was seated North.

4—-South is far from certain-as to 
whether the hand should even play 
for game. However, in view of the 
fact that North has supported his 
diamond ‘Takeout, a contract of 
four diamonds should be reason- 
ably safe, and it is entirely possi- 
ble that four hearts might. be made. 
At this time his hopes go no 
further. 

o—Feeling out 
the hand. 

6—Seuth, of course, takes the spade 
bid at its face value, and in view 
of the fact that he holds four 
cards in it, raises to game, 

Mr. Frey afterward explained that 
on the bidding he placed his partner 
with at least the King and one other 
heart and probably either the King or 
Queen and at least two other spades. 
In any event, he believed that the 
chance of making the Slam was better 
than even and so he carried the con- 
tract to its logical conclusion. 

In the play, six were made easily, 
West opening the club Ace and then 
shifting to a spade... It is, of course, 
apparent that all that is necessary to 
assure the Slam is the finding of not 
more than four hearts in the hand of 
either adversary, as, with this break, 
three discards can be obtained for 
losers in the spade suit.

Locomotion and lifting power are 
provided by the revolving contraptions 
which sprout from the fuselage of the 
plane at the point where other air- 
planes have wings. ‘These contrap- 
tions are six, blade-like horizontal 
fins, three on each side, which revolve 
in a circle around two axial bars 
connected with the motor, which is in- 
side the plane. 

The first plane built on this de- 
sign is a cabin ship which will carry 
four to seven persons and do 100 miles 
an hour. 

The direction of flight is changed 
by reversing the motor, so that back- 
ward speed will be only slightly less 
than forward. Descent and ascent 
are regulated by the angle of the 
blades.
